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Lyme 


Outrage on social media as council 
discuss future of Monmouth Beach 


LYME Regis residents have taken to social 
networking website Facebook to express their 
outrage over the town council’s potential 
plans for the future of Monmouth Beach. 

Town councillors were last week given a report on 
the future use of assets on and around Monmouth 
Beach car park, which includes the bowling club and 
adjoining members’ car park, the power boat club, the 
sailing club trailer park, harbourmaster’s store, Boat 
Building Academy car park and gig club storage. 

The town clerk’s report presented at last week’s 
Strategy & Policy Committee included a spreadsheet 
revealing the current income from existing leases at 
Monmouth Beach and potential income if the sites 
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were to be converted into car parking or beach hut and 
chalet sites. 

For example, Lyme Regis Bowling Club currently 
pays a total of £11,624 annually for its leases for the 
bowling green and its car parking area. If this whole 
area was used for chalets, the council could make a 
total of £2million capital receipt by selling them off 
and an annual revenue of £32,000; or if it was used 
for car parking it could make an annual revenue of 
£82,800. 


The spreadsheet was first brought to the council last 
March, when the previous council administration was 
in office and considered creating a “master-plan” for 
the future of the Monmouth Beach area. At the time, 
all Monmouth Beach leases were due to expire, ex¬ 
cept those for the bowling club which will expire in 
2019, and councillors agreed to extend these for 12 
months while they gave the matter further considera¬ 
tion. 

Representatives from organisations which hold 
leases at Monmouth Beach, including a large contin¬ 
gent from the bowling club, filled the council cham¬ 
ber last year to object to the possibility of the area 
being used for further car parking or chalets. 

However, councillors explained that they were just 


looking at all options and ensuring members were 
aware of the worth of the land at Monmouth Beach. 
No final decisions on the future use of the area were 
made at the time. 

Ahead of last week’s meeting, the matter sparked 
further concerns from the public who took to Face- 
book to object to any potential loss of facilities. 

The suggestion that the land could be used for car 
parking and chalets was described as “an absolute dis¬ 
grace and an abuse of power”, while others criticised 
the council for “sneaking this one under the carpet”. 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl Turner 
disputed claims that the council had kept the issue pri-

BORN in Walthamstow, East London, 22-year- 
old Ollie Hayes moved to Lyme Regis as a child, 
where he attended Mrs Ethelston's Primary 
School in Uplyme and Colyton Grammar 
School. 

Ollie has recently graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Sheffield with a first in English Literature 
but his real passion lies in illustration and he 
hopes to make a career for himself as an artist. 

Ollie is the creator of the LymeZone children's 
comic, with stories and characters based in 
Lyme Regis, and is currently running an online 
fundraising appeal to allow him to print a sec¬ 
ond edition. 


• HOW did you first get into illustration? 

I’ve been doing it my whole life, really. I remember 
drawing my favourite cartoon characters when I was 
little and I just never stopped. I drew comics on and off 
through secondary school, just for the amusement of 
my friends, and I would do caricatures of the teachers. 
I did a dissertation on comics as part of my A-level art 
course, and studied cartoonists when everyone else 
was imitating classical painters. I got an A* in art but 
chose to study English at university, which I also loved. 

Studying English was instrumental in making me a 
capable cartoonist, I think. Drawing comics is a skill 
closer to storytelling than it is to illustration. It was at 
Sheffield that I realised that drawing comics was what 
I wanted to do. I started drawing a weekly web-comic 
about student slackers, which was my first venture into 
serious cartooning, and made me the artist I am now. 

• WHAT inspired you to create LymeZone? 

Having tried out for national publications and getting 
nowhere, I decided to give it a shot making something 
myself. It was my dad who inspired the idea, really. He 
told me I should stop asking for permission to make 
something and just make something - try being my 
own boss. So I did! 

I love Lyme and always have, ever since I was little. 
There’s a lot that captures kids’ imagination in this 
town, like the fossils and the history, so I decided to try 
and make a Beano-style comic about Lyme, which is 
something I would have loved as a kid. It’s not just for 
visitors, though - part of the fun is seeing places you 
recognise - like Golden Cap, The Galley Cafe or The Pilot 
Boat - in a different, fun context. 

• TELL us a little about the comic... 

The comic was aimed at kids around 6-12, but I’ve seen 
adults get a real kick out of it too. I’d now say it’s suit¬ 
able for pretty much anyone. For example, one of the 
stories - a true tale about a dog who inspired the char¬ 
acter of Lassie - went down a storm at The Pilot Boat, 
where it is set, and you can now see it printed on the 
back of their food menus. One of the comics can be 
read by literally anyone, as it has no dialogue - it shows 
the trials and tribulations of a seagull desperate for a 
pasty, in the style of good old-fashioned Looney Tunes- 
style slapstick. I’m particularly proud of the puzzles 



page, where I discovered a skill I didn't know I had for 
thinking up creative puzzles - a maze in the shape of 
an ammonite's shell, for example. 

As for the upcoming (bigger) issue, there are exciting 
things ahead. I'm currently drawing a strip in the same 
style as the Lassie story, but quite a bit longer, this time 
about the legend of the black dog of Uplyme. I've 
never done a scary story before, so I'm finding it really 
good fun. We'll see our unlucky seagull get into an¬ 
other pickle, and there will be a lot more of our eccen¬ 
tric fossil hunters, Eva Lution and Dr Tapper. 

• THE comic includes some local people - have 
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people featured reacted positively? 

They've all reacted very positively. Although it helps 
to have a funny face, really anybody can make a great 
comic character if you exaggerate the right parts. Any¬ 
one who has visited the Galley Cafe and met Keian will 
know that I didn't have to try hard to make him seem 
larger than life. As for the Pilot Boat, it has a fascinating 
history that I was happy to share in a new and different 
way. Although you can read about Lassie, I think it's far 
more effective to feel like you're actually watching it 
happen, which is something only film and comics can 
do. 

• DO you have any plans to develop the comic in 
future? 

If the comic keeps going down well, I hope I can make 
one every summer, or perhaps more. It's a lot of work, 
so it needs to be financially viable. But I'm definitely 
going to be bringing out a second, 16-page issue for 
the summer season, which you can support by pledg¬ 
ing money towards the production on Kickstarter. It's 
not a donation, you're essentially buying the comic be¬ 
fore it's finished, and the more you give, the better re¬ 
wards you'll receive including bonus comics, signed 
prints, and even the chance to appear as a character 
yourself in the comic. The Kickstarter page address is

• ARE you inspired by other comic books or 
artists? 

I used to read the Beano every week growing up. I 
loved its uncompromising British-ness, which made it 
so much more relatable than other things like Marvel 
superhero comics. I tried to replicate that in LymeZone 
by creating something unmistakably local and Lyme¬ 
centric. 

Visually, I take a lot from Herge who wrote and drew 
The Adventures of Tintin. He's so precise and technically 
brilliant - his panels always look really detailed and re¬ 
ally simple at the same time, which is perfect cartoon¬ 
ing in my view. You really believe what you're seeing, 
even though Tintin's face is just two dots and a few 
lines. The Lassie comic draws heavily from Herge's 
style. 

Most of all, I owe almost everything to Scott Mc¬ 
Cloud. His revolutionary book"Understanding Comics" 
changed the way I saw the medium forever. He gave 
me confidence that making comics was a worthwhile 
pursuit, and it was after seeing him speak at the British 
Library in March 2015 that I realll y got my head down 
and took it seriously. He ended the talk with these four 
points of advice: learn from everyone, follow no-one, 
watch for patterns, and work like hell. So I did. 

• ARE you working on any other projects? 

I sometimes do animation, design and illustration 
work on the side. I recently did some graphics for The 
Finnish Line, a documentary coming out later this year.

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Lyme to miss out on national event after parking dispute 


LYME Regis will lose out on hosting a national sport¬ 
ing event as organisers were unable to meet the cost of 
parking charges set by the town council. 

As in previous years, Lyme Regis was set to host the 
British National Water Ski Races this spring but the 
event has now been moved to West Bay following a 
dispute over parking charges. 

Lyme Regis Power Boat Club hosts the event annu¬ 
ally and has previously paid £500 for exclusive use of 
the 78 spaces in the western side of Monmouth Beach 
car park over the weekend of the races. 

This year, the club committee offered to pay £500 
again for car parking over the Bank Holiday weekend 
of May 27th to May 30th, but Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil “did not consider this to be a reasonable offer” and 
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suggested the club should pay £2,000 instead. 

The power boat club returned to the council with a 
second offer of £800 for the alternative weekend of 
June 11th to 13th - one day less than the previously 
suggested weekend as this did not include a Bank Hol¬ 
iday Monday. 

A report given to councillors said this offer would re¬ 
sult in an estimated loss of £698 to the town council, 
which would make £1,498 from the car park over this 
weekend if it was open to the public as usual. 


Councillors agreed they should charge £1,150 for 
parking for the event, as this figure was around half 
way between what the power boat club had offered to 
pay and the council’s original offer. 

But the power boat club committee felt this figure 
was not economically viable and has had to pull out 
from hosting the water ski races, which have been con¬ 
nected to Lyme Regis for some 20 years. 

A statement issued by the power boat club commit¬ 
tee, chaired by Sean Budge, said: “It is with regret that 
we will not be holding the British National Water Ski 
Races this year. Lyme Regis Town Council has unfor¬ 
tunately been unable to offer the generous support and 
financial terms needed to hold this event. 

“The club has an obligation to its many members to

vate, arguing that the relevant papers were available 
online, the council meeting was open to all and agen¬ 
das were posted on local noticeboards. 

One resident described the idea of using the land for 
car parking or chalets as “outrageous”, while another 
asked: “Surely the job of the local council is to pre¬ 
serve and maintain local amenities, not maximise 
profit?” 

Another resident commented: “Nothing wrong in 
looking at current assets and making better use of 
them, where appropriate. But the council must not lose 
sight of the local community and who uses these facil¬ 
ities. You can make more profit without taking away 
key facilities!” 

Councillors looked at the matter last week resulting 
in a discussion about the benefits and disadvantages of 
social media. 

Committee chairman Councillor Michaela Ellis 
noted the comments that had been made on Facebook, 
and said the best way to move forward was to set up a 
working party to deal with Monmouth Beach, which 
she described as a “major piece of work that has come 
through from the last council administration.” 

She added: “There’s been a lot of talk that we are 
going to knock down all the buildings down there. That 
has not been discussed. The town clerk’s remit when 
he wrote the original report was to go away and write 
an assesment on Monmouth Beach, what the units 
could be worth to us down there and really to show 
how much the organisations down there were getting 


from us as a council because their rents were very low 
in respect to their commercial value.” 

Councillor Richard Doney said that the council 
would have avoided the “storm” on social media if the 
town clerk’s spreadsheet included a third option that 
said “leave as is”, alongside the options to create more 
chalets or car parking spaces. 

Councillor Ellis argued that this was made clear in 
the clerk’s accompanying report, but people had only 
looked at the spreadsheet. 

“That’s where everything has gone wrong,” she 
added. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said: “Social 
media has got its uses but one of them is certainly not 
publicising things like this and taking out and selecting 
certain things to talk about just to get a headline. I re¬ 
ally deplore the way it has been used.” 

He added that if a working party was set up it needed 
to act promptly and come up with recommendations to 
avoid any further speculation and “clear all the non¬ 
sense up”. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said that fellow members 
often mentioned comments made on Facebook but said 
that, if these were to be considered at meetings, they 
should be made available to all councillors as some did 
not use social media themselves. 

“Unless we’re all tapped into it, it adds no value to 
our discussions,” he commented. 

Councillor Turner said that there had also been some 
positive comments made on Facebook, with members 
of the public making suggestions on how to make the 
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town council’s new website, currently under develop¬ 
ment, more open and user-friendly. He said he thought 
it would also be a good idea for the council to have its 
own Facebook page so it could post all relevant infor¬ 
mation online and send out “a clear message”. 

Council administrative officer Adrianne Mullins said 
the council did have its own Facebook page set up but 
she had not had the time to regularly update this. 

With regards to the council’s plans for Monmouth 
Beach, Councillor Turner continued: “This whole thing 
needs ripping up and starting again, so I’m more than 
happy to see a working party set up.” 

Councillors agreed to set up a working party to dis¬ 
cuss the future of Monmouth Beach. In the meantime, 
it is expected that existing leases in the area will be ex¬ 
tended for another 12 months.

balance the books and not to jeopardise funds intended 
for local charitable causes.” 

The water ski event has since moved to West Bay, 
where a spokesperson for British Water Ski & Wake- 
board said they had been offered everything they re¬ 
quired from West Dorset District Council, including 
free parking and launching. The spokesperson added 
that it would be difficult for the event to return to Lyme 
Regis if this generous offer in West Bay was to con¬ 
tinue in future years. 

Patrick Donovan, chief executive officer of British 
Water Ski & Wakeboard, said: “It is very disappointing 
to hear the news that Lyme Regis Power Boat Club has 
had to withdraw from one of our national race series. 

“Lyme is an excellent venue for the sport of ski rac¬ 
ing and the club is a prime example of a voluntary, 
community sports club. I very much hope that the local 
authority will consider the strong contribution volun¬ 
tary sport has within the local community and support 
voluntary clubs in their activities.”

Town in mourning 
for popular ex-mayor 


ONE of the most popular mayors of Lyme 
Regis in recent times, Ken Whetlor, has 
died in Bridport Hospital, aged 84, after a 
long fight against cancer. 

Mr Whetlor, who was bom and brought up in Lon¬ 
don, served as First Citizen in 2006-2007. 

He and his wife Jo moved to Lyme Regis in 1979, 
following their great friends from London, Dennis 
and Sheila Applebee, to the town. 

Dennis, who also went on to become mayor, and 
Ken were cricketing colleagues in London and were 
both talented table tennis players. 

Mr Whetlor was a particularly popular mayor with 
the townsfolk but was not offered a second term by 
his fellow councillors, as is the custom, causing a 
storm of protest in the town. 

During his 20 years on the council, Mr Whetlor 
served for several years as chairman of the Publicity 
and Advertising Committee. 

He also represented Dorset on the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Councils for a number of years, attending 
many meetings in London. 

A keen sportsman all his life, Mr Whetlor was a 
founder member and vice-chairman of Lyme Regis 
Gig Club. 

As a young man, Mr Whetlor did his National 
Service with the Royal Air Force and was an active 
member of the Royal British Legion, holding the 
post of chairman of the Lyme Regis branch for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Mr Whetlor is survived by his wife Jo, daughter 
Sharon and sons Jon and James and five grandchil¬ 
dren. 

At the time of going to press, a date for the funeral 
service had not been confirmed.

LOCAL fishermen have hailed a new 
brand which helps them make a better 
living.

They are able to do this because chefs place a 
high value on “boat-to-plate” provenance, the 
quality and the sustainability of the seafood caught 
by small inshore fishing boats. 

Work has been going on behind the scenes for 
the last three years, and those involved celebrated 
having reached this stage by attending a launch 
party in Axmouth Harbour on Tuesday. 

The project, a collaboration between the fisher¬ 
men of the four Lyme Bay ports and the Blue Ma¬ 
rine Foundation (BLUE), has seen chiller rooms, 
ice-makers and freezer units installed in return for 
fishermen signing up to a strict conservation code 
and electronic monitoring. 

BLUE’s partners, leading fish merchants Direct 
Seafoods, collect the day’s catch of fish and shell¬ 
fish from Lyme Bay ports in the late afternoon, 
transport it to their London base and by early the 
following morning, chefs at London’s top restau¬ 
rants are preparing “Reserve Seafood” fish for 
their customers. 

Forty-five boats belong to the ground-breaking 
project, harnessing the skills and interests of fish¬ 
ermen, conservationists and marine authorities in 
an effort to regenerate an over-exploited and dam¬ 
aged 90-square miles of reef in Lyme Bay. 

Scallop dredging on the reefs was banned in 
2008 but fishermen were faced with a new threat: 


a proliferation of pots and static nets in the pro¬ 
tected reef area. 

Some reported a decline in catches of as much as 
50 per cent. 

Enter Blue Marine Foundation who safeguarded 
the fishermen’s rights of access to the fishery, in 
return for a stringent conservation code which sets 
limits on the numbers of nets and pots that may be 
used and requires every boat to use the mobile- 
phone-based inshore vessel monitoring system 
(iVMS), which records every boat’s position and 
its catches. 

Every box of seafood collected by Direct 
Seafoods carries a Lyme Bay Reserve Seafood 
label detailing the scheme and the port where 
landed. 

Guaranteeing livelihoods 

The branding is retained all the way through to 
the chef, who will ensure customers are made 
aware of the provenance of the food they are eat¬ 
ing. 

As well as guaranteeing their future livelihoods 
by fishing responsibly, fishermen are also seeing 
a significant uplift in prices they earn for supplying 
premium quality lobsters, brown crabs, diver scal¬ 
lops, bream, bass and rays among many other 
species. 

What’s more, fishermen are reporting an increase 
of nearly every type of fish in the waters. 

Gavin Zieman, a fisherman at Axmouth, said: 
“This project has actually made Axmouth Harbour. 
It’s made it a sustainable, viable port for the small 
boats that operate out of there. 

“It makes what we’re catching and landing a lot 
more attractive to a much wider set of people. 

“We’ve seen an increase of between 20 and 30 
per cent. Good stable prices, which makes a big 
difference to us.” 

Jim Newton, chairman of Beer and East Devon 


Fishermen’s Association described the project as 
‘common sense’ and said Lyme Bay fish is now 
getting ‘top dollar’ and that the project ‘should 
have been done years ago’. 

Laky Zervudachi, sustainability director at Direct 
Seafoods, said: “Our chef customers love the fact 
that they can promote the freshness and quality of 
the fish they are serving and tell their diners ex¬ 
actly how and where it was caught. Sustainability 
is a key ingredient.” 

Iain Smith of the Berners Tavern, who regularly 
purchases the Reserve Seafood branded fish said: 
“This is a great new source of fully sustainable 


fish. So fresh, from boat to plate - fantastic fish.” 

Tim Glover, Blue Marine Foundation’s project 
director, said: “It’s a perfect shop window for the 
conservation and fishery management work we 
have been doing in Lyme Bay and gives fishermen 
something back for having the vision to support 
lower impact and sustainable fishing. 

“We hope to roll the Reserve Seafood label into 
other UK projects if and when the criteria can be 
met in those fisheries.” 

BLUE is a charity and was set up in 2010 by 
some of the team behind the award-winning doc¬ 
umentary film “The End of the Line”.

Community week to 
welcome the Arrows 


IF the Red Arrows are able to 
visit Lyme Regis during the 
summer months a week of 
community events will be or¬ 
ganised to celebrate the occa¬ 
sion. 

The RAF’S crack aerobatic team 
has been giving displays in Lyme for 
more than 40 years, all but one of 
them being held during Lifeboat 
Week. 

But this year the Arrows will be 
making a charge, believed to be in 
the region of £13,000. Lifeboat 
Week organisers felt they were un¬ 
able to commit their charity funds to 
meeting such a fee. 

Recognising that Red Arrows’day 
was one of the busiest of the sum¬ 
mer for Lyme Regis, attracting thou¬ 
sands of people to the town, the 
View from Lyme Regis, backed by 
the Lyme Regis Business Group, 
launched an appeal to raise the 
money. 

Lyme Regis Town Council gave its 
backing to the initiative by agreeing 
to underwrite the cost should there 
be a shortfall in the fundraising. 

A local company which wishes to 
remain anonymous gave their sup¬ 
port by guaranteeing a significant 
donation for 2016 and future years 
to maintain the Arrows’ long associ¬ 
ation with the town. A Red Arrows’ 
100 Club (see panel left) in which 


100 members donate £100 has also 
been launched and other individual 
donations have been forthcoming. 

The Arrows are unable to give their 
display during Lifeboat Week this 
year because the pilots are on annual 
leave. But a provisional date for the 
Red Arrows’ return has been pen¬ 
cilled in and will be confirmed or oth¬ 
erwise in the next few weeks. 

If Lyme is included in the schedule 
of summer displays, it has been 
agreed through the mayor’s office 
that a community week of events will 
be put together. 

Local organisations will be offered 
free use of the market area on the 
seafront for one of the days to pro¬

In return, they will have to supply at 
least four collectors during the Red 
Arrows display. Fifty per cent of the 
money collected will go towards pay¬ 
ing for future visits by the Arrows 
with the remaining 50 per cent being 
divided between the six local organi¬ 
sations.

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Guildhall office to benefit museum 
during construction of extension 


PREMISES under the Guildhall in Lyme Regis will 
become a clothes shop until September, when it 
will be taken over by the museum. 

Lyme Regis Town Council, which owns the 
building, has been trying to let the space out on 
a short-term basis since the Marine Theatre 
closed its office under the Guildhall last year. 

It was reported at last week's Strategy & Policy 
Committee that the council had found an inter¬ 
ested tenant who would like to take up occupa¬ 
tion as soon as possible to sell "high-quality 
clothes". 

The tenant will be able to operate the clothes 
shop until September this year, when the council 
has agreed that Lyme Regis Museum will be able 
to rent the space while the museum building 
next door is closed for the construction of a 
£1.4million extension, expected to be completed 
by July 2017. 

Encouraging councillors to allow the museum 
use of the space, Lyme Regis Museum director 
David Tucker said: "If you feel you can let us use 
this space, it will greatly assist us in running our 
fossil walks and shop, as well as our many volun¬ 
teer-based activities whilst the museum is closed. 
This will help us meet our running costs whilst 
we have reduced income. 

"Its nearness to the museum will be tremen¬ 
dously advantageous and will help us massively 
with the storage of material and objects. I hope 
you will agree that your help with this will be of 
huge assistance to us in the delivery of what is

the biggest project in the museum's 114-year his¬ 
tory." 

Councillors discussed the terms under which 
the museum will be able to rent the space at last 
week's meeting. Some members expressed a de¬ 
sire to support the museum by offering it for free 
or for a very small charge that covered utilities 
only. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said the museum was a 
great attraction and brought people to the town, 
adding:"This is not just for the benefit of the mu¬ 
seum, it's for the benefit of the town." 

But Councillor Derek Hallett was concerned the 
council had not been making money on the 
building for too long a period, and Councillor 
Brian Larcombe said he would not like council 
taxpayers to be "out of pocket". 

Councillor Turner argued that it was "narrow¬ 
minded" to say residents would lose out, as the 
museum extension was going to benefit them 
"for years to come". 

However, his proposal to charge a small fee cov¬ 
ering utilities only failed to win support. Instead, 
councillors agreed to charge the museum for util¬ 
ities, business rates, insurance plus £5 a week 
until the end of June 2017, after which they could 
negotiate staying in the office longer if building 
work was not complete.

'This is Lyme, not North Korea!' 


A LYME Regis councillor has criticised the town 
council for planning a private meeting to discuss 
what has been described as “one of the biggest de¬ 
cisions” members will make. 

Councillor Derek Hallett complained at last 
week’s Strategy & Policy Committee meeting, 
when it was revealed that the council was planning 
an “informal grants preview session” in private on 
Thursday, January 28th, ahead of the public meet¬ 
ing on February 3rd when decisions will be made 
on allocating almost £400,000 to local organisations 
over the next four years. 

Referring to the meeting, Councillor Hallett said: 
“It’s going to be held behind closed doors again. I 
thought this council was going to be open and allow 
the public to come in and have their say. 

“I really don’t like doing things behind closed 
doors. This is Lyme Regis Town Council, not North 
Korea!” 

Councillor Richard Doney said he was also con¬ 
cerned about the private meeting, commenting: 
“I’m very nervous about something of this signifi¬ 
cance being discussed in private but I can see the 
argument for it.” 


He added that he would have a “real problem” if 
the council was to start discussing the merits of in¬ 
dividual grant applications behind closed doors and 
said he was “very concerned” about where the dis¬ 
cussion would go. 

Town clerk John Wright said that the allocation of 
major grants was “one of the biggest decisions the 
council will be making”, adding that members 
should understand and be clear on the process. 

He said that the private meeting would not be a 
decision-making meeting, but would ensure every¬ 
one understood the grant applications and process 
to “help the council make the best decision on the 
allocation of what is the best part of £400,000.” 

“It’s important that members are aware of the his¬ 
toric relationships that the council has had with 
some of these organisation in the past,” he added. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said he thought the meet¬ 
ing should be held in private, not for the council’s 
benefit but because applications may contain con¬ 
fidential information about local organisations. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said it would also give 
the town clerk time to answer councillors’ questions 
before the main meeting in February. 


Public meeting on potential affordable housing 


LYME Forward will be hosting a public meeting 
on affordable housing, as a scheme first sug¬ 
gested in 2008 has been brought back to the 
fore. 

The public meeting will be held in Lyme Regis 
Guildhall on Wednesday, February 3rd from 
4.30pm to 5.30pm to discuss the possibility of 
an affordable housing scheme being built on 
land near the medical centre on Uplyme Road. 
All those interested in the scheme are welcome 
to attend, and those unable to attend between 
4.30pm and 5.30pm can also listen in on a 
council briefing on the scheme at 6.30pm. 


The site was first suggested for affordable 
housing in 2008 and a planning application was 
made but later withdrawn, as housing associa¬ 
tion Raglan felt they couldn't take the plans for¬ 
ward. 

Raglan has since merged with Jephson to 
form national social housing provider Stonewa- 
ter, which now hopes to take forward plans for 
13 affordable homes on the site, designed by 
architects Boon Brown, representatives of 
which will be available at the meeting to an¬ 
swer questions.

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Historic hotel applies to build more 
holiday accommodation in car park 


THE Mariners Hotel in Lyme Regis has applied to 
build four three-bedroom units on its car park to meet 
the need for more holiday accommodation in the 
town. 

The development is described as “additional hotel 
accommodation” and the application states: “The cur¬ 
rent owners of the hotel have identified a need for 
more holiday accommodation within the town. Over 
recent years several bed and breakfast establishments 
have closed and their premises have been converted 
to private houses. These include one in the immediate 
vicinity of The Mariners Hotel. 

“They are also aware that the characteristics of the 
Grade 2 listed hotel building, with its many changes 
in level and narrow corridors, make it a charming 
place to stay, but these same features restrict access 
for the less able. Additionally, the rooms are too small 
to accommodate families. 

“The owners believe that a new building on part of 
the existing car park would provide flexible accessible 
accommodation to address these needs.” 

The units would be built in the car park opposite the 
existing hotel, on the junction of Silver Street and 
Pound Road, which currently accommodates about 13 
cars. They would be three-storey buildings facing 
Pound Road, each with three bedrooms and their own 
living, kitchen and bathroom facilities. 

Car parking spaces will be provided in the develop¬ 
ment for staff, guest drop-off and for people with lim¬ 
ited mobility. Other guests will be asked to use the 
nearby Holmbush and Woodmead car parks. 

Commenting on design, the application states: “The 
building has been carefully designed to ensure its ap¬ 
pearance and scale respect and enhance the street 
scenes in both Pound Road and Silver Street at this 
important gateway to the town.” 

“The concept is based on a row of traditional cot-

tages following the contours of the land and staggered 
to give definition to each one. The building will be 
finished with painted render on the ground floor, nat¬ 
ural untreated timber boarding on the first floor 
(which will silver with age) and zinc cladding on the 
second floor.

Councillor Derek Hallett said the council would 
have to find some money to buy commemora¬ 
tive mugs, pointing out that for the Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee celebrations in 2012 he had paid for them 
out of his out pocket as "the last council was too 
mean to buy them".

Two accidents after burst 
water main freezes over 

A BURST water main which froze over during a 
cold snap caused two accidents in Lyme Regis. 

Police warned people last Wednesday not to 
move or drive around the road closed signs in 
place at end of South Avenue and bottom of Col- 
way Lane after a water main burst. 

The water froze over in the cold weather, result¬ 
ing in a car getting stuck on the ice and a man 
slipping over and knocking himself unconscious 
for a short time after road closure signs were 
moved. 

A police spokesperson said: "For your safety and 
the safety of others please abide by any road clo¬ 
sures and do not move signs. They are there to 
keep people safe." 

Temporary bus stop to be set 
up during resurfacing works 

BROAD Street in Lyme Regis will be closed for 
resurfacing work from Monday, February 8th for 
three nights between 6pm and 6pm, which will 
affect some bus routes. 

The work will affect the X53 5.50pm journey 
from Exeter to Bridport, which arrives at Lyme 
Regis at 7.31 pm, and the X51 Axminster to Brid¬ 
port service, calling at Lyme Regis at 7.38pm. 

While the work is being carried out, a tempo¬ 
rary bus stop will be installed just above the cin¬ 
ema at Langmoor Gardens. From here, journeys 
to Charmouth will go via Pound Street, Pound 
Road, Silver Street, Uplyme and will then con¬ 
tinue to Hunter's Lodge and the A35 to the Char- 
mouth roundabout where they will continue on 
the normal route. 

Cobb Road, Woodmead Road and Pooles Court 
are also scheduled for resurfacing works over the 
coming weeks. 


FIGURES released by the RNLI today re¬ 
veal that volunteer crews in the South 
West launched lifeboats a total of 1,485 
times and rescued 1,531 people in 2015. 

With more than nine million people visiting the 
region's beaches last summer, the charity's life¬ 
guards dealt with 11,100 incidents, assisted 
12,845 people and saved 55 lives. 

Volunteer lifeboat crews across the region's 36 
lifeboat stations saved a total of 90 lives and 
spent 9,989 hours on service at sea last year, 
equating to 416 days. 

The most common launches for South West 
lifeboats were to sailing boats (353 or 24 per 
cent) followed by call outs to power pleasure 
crafts (286 or 19 per cent). 

The busiest stations in the South West were Ply¬ 
mouth and Poole, both with 99 launches, fol¬ 
lowed by Falmouth which responded to 84. 

In Lyme Regis, the lifeboat crew were called out 
26 times during 2015 - the same figure as in the 
previous year - and assisted 16 people, compared 
to 28 in 2014, none of which were thought to 
have an immediate risk to life. The crew racked 
up a total of 117 hours at sea, including ten call 
outs in the dark. 

Tom Mansell, RNLI Divisional Operations Man¬ 
ager, said: "The statistics really highlight how 
hard our volunteer lifeboat crews have worked 
over the past year. Their commitment to saving 
lives at sea has seen them collectively give up 
more than 34,719 hours of their time, responding 
to the call of their pager, as well as taking part in 
training exercises to ensure they are ready for 
any situation. 


"The dedication that all our volunteers show is 
truly commendable and we thank them whole¬ 
heartedly for the selfless work they carry out, at 
anytime of the day or night and in all weathers.' 

Across the south west 282 (19 per cent) of 
lifeboat call outs were in response to machinery 
failure." 

Around nine million people flocked to the re¬ 
gion's 105 lifeguarded beaches last summer. RNLI 
lifeguards teams assisted thousands of beach- 
goers, from rescues in the water and helping 
people cut off by the tide, to first aid and dealing 
with lost children. 

Respect the water 

To stay safe the charity urge anybody visiting 
the beach to choose one with lifeguards and to 
swim between the red and yellow flags. 

James Millidge, RNLI Community Incident Re¬ 
duction Manager, advises people to respect the 
water. 

"The very nature of the sea means it is unpre¬ 
dictable and even the most competent water 
users can be caught out," he said. 

"But it's not just people who set out to use the 
water who end up in it - walkers can get caught 
out too as conditions can change very quickly. In 
2015,106 lifeboat launches were to people who 
had been cut off by the tide. 

"By planning a trip beforehand people can pre¬ 
vent themselves from getting into trouble, for ex¬ 
ample checking the tide times so they don't 
become cut off, local weather conditions, and en¬ 
suring they carry a means to call for help. 

"We also recommend telling people where 
you're going and when you'll be back so some¬ 
body can raise the alarm if you don't return as 


planned. If you're visiting the coast during the 
summer months, be sure to visit a lifeguarded 
beach." 

While the charity's operational volunteers were 
busy out on the water, the volunteer fundraisers 
were also working hard raising thousands of 
pounds for their local stations. 

Mr Mansell concludes: "We would like to thank 
everyone who supported the RNLI in 2015. With¬ 
out all of our volunteers, fundraisers and educa¬ 
tion teams our lifesaving service would not 
operate."

To meet the increased demand for rowing the 
club is now planning to purchase a fibre glass 
training gig and will be running a "nearly new" 
and jumble sale at Uplyme Village Hall on Sat¬ 
urday, January 30th from 2pm to raise funds to¬ 
wards the new boat and a set of oars. 

The club is a Community Amateur Sports Club 
and welcomes new rowers of all ages. Taster 
sessions are run throughout the season.

'No Fracking Way!'event in Lyme 


A GROUP from Lyme Regis will join more than 30 
others around the UK to protest against fracking on 
Sunday, January 31st. 

Lyme’s own anti-fracking group will be among those 
campaigning under the collective banner “No Fracking 
Way!” as part of a national initiative to raise awareness 
of the government’s plans for fracking, despite con¬ 
cerns raised by scientists, environmentalists and 49 per 
cent of the population, with only 27 per cent in favour 
according to a YouGov survey in 2015. 

The Frack Free Lyme Regis group has been set up 
by local residents Simon and Tracey West, who de¬ 
scribed themselves as “passionate advocates for sus¬ 
tainable living” and “proud members” of the 
eco-group Turn Lyme Regis. 

A spokesperson Frack Free Lyme Regis said: “Frack¬ 
ing is the more commonly-used term for high pressure 
hydraulic fracturing. This process involves drilling 
vertically into the earth (approximately 2 to 3.5km), 
then horizontally (around 3km). Next, an extremely 
high pressure blend of water, sand and volatile chem¬ 
icals (including carcinogenic ones like benzene, 
toluene and xylene) are injected into the rock in the 
hope of releasing any shale gas or oil locked away in¬ 
side it. Any fossil fuel deposits are forced up to the sur¬ 
face and frequently the mix also contains other toxic 
stowaways like radioactive radon gas. 

“This simple description of the process is an ideal 
scenario but, in truth, the industry in the US, Australia, 
Canada and other countries where it has been taking 
place for a few decades, has notched up countless 
health, safety and environment impacting failures. 
These include leaks, failing wells, explosions, earth¬ 
quakes and water contamination which has killed live¬ 
stock, poisoned water systems and ruined crops, all of 
which are widely documented and continue to be 
closely monitored. 

“Many scientific professionals, academics and mem¬ 
bers of the public are saying these growing catastro¬ 
phes should act as vital warnings not to attempt to 
frack our land. 

“The only hydraulic fracturing job that has been per¬ 
formed for shale gas in the UK was by Cuadrilla Re¬ 
sources in 2011. The process was suspended in June 
of that year after wider safety concerns emerged fol¬ 
lowing two earthquakes in Blackpool which Cuadrilla 
later admitted, occurred as a result of their operation; 
a subsequent report increased the figure significantly 
to some 50 quakes. 

“So what does this mean for Lyme Regis and Dorset? 
On December 17th the Oil and Gas Authority (OGA) 
announced in their 14th round of licensing that 159 


new onshore blocks were being formally offered to en¬ 
ergy companies. This is exceptionally contentious as 
the government has gone back on its pre-election 
promise not to frack in Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (of which Lyme Regis is), Sites of Special Sci¬ 
entific Interest and National Parks. 

“In this particular round, the nearest one to Lyme is 
just 26 miles away on the edge of Dorchesterand per¬ 
haps, more worryingly, on the North Somerset coast 
surrounding the nuclear plant at Hinkley Point.” 

Mr and Mrs West have organised a “No Fracking 
Way” public awareness event on Sunday, January 31st 
which will feature knowledgeable guest speakers, in¬ 
cluding Len Herbert from the Green Party; Andrew 
Fawcett, a specialist on wind generation; Marcus 
Dixon, an expert on solar power; and David Taylor, 
the Liberal Democrat councillor for Dorchester North, 
who is very concerned about the licences granted in 
Dorset’s county town. 

People are invited to gather and chat at the Marine 
Parade shelters from 10am to 10.45am, following 
which the group will head to the function room at The 
Pilot Boat Inn where discounted refreshments will be 
served and the speakers, along with a couple of enter¬ 
taining eco-poets, will raise awareness about fracking 
and lay out options for safer alternatives. 

Deeply concerned 

Tracey commented: “Fracking simply shouldn’t be 
allowed to get a foothold anywhere near Lyme and 
many people are deeply concerned about it. If nearby 
water sources are contaminated beyond repair, our 
neighbouring counties could potentially drain our re¬ 
serves from North Devon and that will undoubtedly 
impact us. 

“The water required to drill one single fracking well 
would fill 220 Olympic sized swimming pools. There 
are commonly between 1,060 wells per fracking site 
and the tanker deliveries of water alone per well 
amount to 200 to 2,000 tanker movements. Frack Free 
Lyme Regis feels this is traffic we do not need on any 
of our roads. 

Simon added: “Flare stacks bum unwanted gasses on 
the site carrying toxic pollutants well over town and 
county borders. These are a tiny handful of the reasons 
why our members and many other people are exercis¬ 
ing their right to oppose fracking, both in and around 
Lyme.”

HALF an acre of land at the famous Belmont House 
in Lyme Regis has gone up for sale for a guide price 
of £100,000. 

International estate agents Savills are marketing 
the plot at the 18th century maritime villa as 
"amenity land" with "allegedly, the best view of the 
Cobb in Lyme Regis". The house itself, owned by The 
LandmarkTrust, is not up for sale. 

Belmont, in Pound Road, is the former home of 
the late Lyme Regis author John Fowles, who wrote 
"The French Lieutenant's Woman", and Georgian en¬ 
trepreneur Eleanor Coade, who created Coade 
stone with which the striking pink villa is embel¬ 
lished. 


The house recently underwent a £1.8million 
restoration, and has featured on Channel 4 series 
"Restoring Britain's Landmarks"and won an award 
for best restoration of a Georgian building in an 
urban setting at the Georgian Group Awards. It is 
now being rented out as holiday accommodation. 

The LandmarkTrust has explained that it does not 
own the area of land currently for sale and will not 
be making an offer for it as it already has "sufficient 
land"for its needs. 

The trust added that it did not know what would 
or would not be permitted on the land if it were to 
be developed, but any development "would need 
to take into account the listed status of Belmont".

M onmouth Beach 

has never been one of 
Lyme’s most salubri¬ 
ous areas. It’s a hotchpotch of 
car parking, chalets, cara¬ 
vans, beach huts and boat 
parks. 

It’s never going to be pretty - but 
it’s a crucial overspill area for the 
efficient working of the harbour, 
home to three of the town’s local or¬ 
ganisations - the bowling club, 
power boat club and gig club - and 
the location for Lyme’s much ad¬ 
mired Boat Building Academy, as 
well as accommodating the sailing 
club’s trailer park and much 


THERE was great sadness in Lyme 
Regis this week after the news 
that former mayor Ken Whetlor had 
lost his long battle with cancer and 
died in Bridport Hospital. 

After being nominated but not 
elected on a number of occasions, Ken 
became the First Citizen of Lyme in 
2006. There wasn't a prouder man on 
the planet. 

Ken was proud of his London up¬ 
bringing but he was even prouder of 
his adopted home, which he served 
with distinction in many ways, not 
least during his two decades as a local 


sought-after holiday homes and 
chalets. 

Every seaside town has an area 
like Monmouth Beach and it used 
to be a great deal more unsightly 
when it housed the old concrete 
works. 

With its plethora of car parking, 
it’s also hugely lucrative for the 


councillor. I believe that every mayor 
brings a different perspective to the 
role. Ken was not a campaigning 
mayor; he didn't want to see Lyme 
change, and that's what made him so 
popular with the locals. 

And that's why many of them were 
outraged when he was not offered the 
courtesy of a second term, as was the 
custom. 

I wasn't a bosom pal of Ken's but I 
knew him well through his work for 
the town council, the Royal British Le¬ 
gion and his interest in sport, espe¬ 
cially cricket. 


town council, especially as they 
have taken back the main parking 
area from West Dorset District 
Council. 

It’s saving grace is the tranquil 
bowling green where former 
British champion Charlie Mercer 
honed his skills. 

And it doesn’t take a genius to 


But I went into bat for Ken when he 
was denied a deserved second year in 
the mayoral chains, describing the 
snub as "disgraceful". 

It was petty, small-town politics at its 
worse and many of our readers wrote 
to this newspaper to express their dis¬ 
gust. 

Ken was not one to get involved in 
council cliques and it probably cost 
him that second term. 

The people of Lyme will remember 
him for the engaging manner he 
threw himself into his mayoral duties, 
supported at all times by his elegant 


work out if the council did away 
with facilities like the bowling 
green and other leisure activities 
and converted them to car parking 
or more holiday outlets, they would 
make a fortune. 

But do you really believe our 
councillors want to do that? 

The future of the area came 
under the spotlight again last week 
with the publishing of a report by 
the town clerk on the future use of 
assets on and around Monmouth 
Beach. 

One of the observations made 
was that if the bowling club and its 
parking area was converted into 
chalets it could bring in as much as 
£2million to the council coffers, or

£82,800 a year as a car park. 

The suggestion caused an outrage 
on social media, as we report on 
page one, with keen observers of 
town affairs taking to Facebook 
with such comments as “an ab¬ 
solute disgrace” and “an abuse of 
power”. 

Every councillor I speak to says 
they have no intention of kicking 
out the bowling club and the last 
time the matter was raised in the 
council chamber, when bowling 
club members turned out in force, 
the view was that there was no in¬ 
tention of moving them off of Mon¬ 
mouth Beach and the council was 
just considering its options. 

What councillors say behind 
closed doors, however, may be a 
different matter and there is an in¬ 
creasing number of meetings held 
in private these days. Far too many 
in my opinion. 

If the council is genuine in their 
public utterances that there is no 
intention of moving the bowling 
club, why are the officers wasting 
their time coming up with scenar¬ 
ios that are never going to see the 
light of day? 

What is more important to this 
town? More car parking or the pro¬ 
tection of recreational facilities 
that have served Lyme well for 
many years and enhance the 
town’s reputation as a seaside re¬ 
sort? 

It’s a no-brainer.

Club's guest speaker talks on 
photography during conflicts 



AFTER a successful ca¬ 
reer in business Jonathan 
Walker returned to his 
favourite subject of mili¬ 
tary history, which had 
first developed whilst he 
was at university.

In 
many conflicts, military personnel had 
been banned from taking pocket cam¬ 
eras to war but some ignored the order 
and kept their own records. 

To augment the evening, several club 
members added their own or their rela¬ 
tives’ war time memories. 

Even in the early days pictures had 
been staged to show either the best or 
worst of a situation. These were used to 
give a big morale boost to those at 
home. Jonathan (pictured) showed 
many examples of battlefield condi¬ 
tions and indicated which well-known 
war pictures had been staged to put a 
different spin on the state of the war 


from what was reality. 

Club members were able to exa min e 
examples of early plate cameras and a 
stereo viewer after the break.

■ IN Barbara Geraghty’s letter (View From Lyme 
Regis, January 20th) she said that the Town Mill 
should create paid jobs. 

Paid jobs are good, of course, but I wonder how 
many she has brought to the area. It’s all very well to 
shout and scream from the sidelines, as many have in 
the past few weeks, but quite another to actually “step 
up to the plate” and do something. 

As far as I know, the cheesemonger didn’t actually 
make anything. He didn’t employ local cheese mak¬ 
ers or ice cream makers, which would have brought 
paid jobs to the town. As knowledgeable as Justin 
Tunstall is and as much as people liked what he sold, 
he was a retailer. Nothing more, nothing less. 

I have been living in the area long enough to know 
that retailers have come and gone from Lyme Regis 
before, and sometimes the vitriolic letters I have read 
make it seem like the world is about to end. It isn’t. 

To my way of thinking the people of the town 
would benefit rather more from a butcher or green-

grocer than they would from a new cheesemonger. 

As much as it is an ancient building, the Town Mill 
is not frozen in time. It has developed and changed 
throughout its history. I have been a volunteer miller 
there since 2004 and in that time I have seen signifi¬ 
cant development and change. For example, the in¬ 
stallation of the footbridge and the opening-up of the 
Malthouse. 

Trustees have come and trustees have gone, but in 
all that time I have never experienced a group as open 
and inclusive as the current ones. In my opinion the 
current chairman of the Town Mill trustees, Gary 
Willis, is by far the best and most inclusive.

District is 'throwing our money away' 


■ AN open letter to West Dorset District Council 
leader Anthony Alford regarding the proposed ref¬ 
erendum on the council’s governing system follow¬ 
ing a petition by Public First: 

I note that you have not responded to my offer to 
meet with you at your convenience to try to resolve 
this issue without further ado. I will therefore write 
this open letter to you. 

If you believe the evidence we’ve provided (6,115 
versus 38 electors being in favour of the committee 
system) is an insufficient indicator to convince you 
the electorate will vote in May for a return to the com¬ 
mittee system, why not put your belief to doing a 
brief survey yourself? 

Ask a few of your staff to go out into the commu¬ 
nity and, with a totally open mind, see whether people 
believe strongly in staying with the Cabinet system, 


or moving to a more representative committee sys¬ 
tem. If the response in favour of the status quo is low 
- we found it to be under one per cent - it makes 
sense not to waste money on a referendum. 

In discussion with the Department of Communities 
and Local Government (and with us at Public First 
co-operating with you), you may move to the new 
system voluntarily as they did in Canterbury. That 
way you will avoid frittering away another £95,000 
that could alternatively be spent on community serv¬ 
ices, youth clubs, or assistance for the disabled. 

If, however, you were to get a response in favour of 
the Cabinet system you may wish to proceed. If you 
don’t take this reasonable step, then frankly you are 
throwing our money away.

Artist demonstrates creating 
unusual textures for society 


LYME Regis Art Society spent an afternoon with 
Celia Olssen, who shared her extensive knowledge 
of creating textures in watercolours using tin foil, 
bubble wrap, salt, freezing the picture overnight, 
wax crayons, natural sand, glass beads and gesso 
and, in fact, any object natural or man-made that 
can transfer a surface texture or create an interest¬ 
ing line. 

A holiday sketch can become a momento by coi¬ 
laging bus and museum tickets and even articles 
from the local paper were used. 

Her new picture, an outline sketch of three trees 
on extra rough 640 gms paper, heavy to prevent 
buckling, was rubbed with candle wax and 
brushed with a mix of Daniel Smith and Windsor 
and Newton paints. The cobalt teal and azurite 
blues gave a wintery forest effect against the 
burnt umber, reddish brown madder and warm 
raw umber undergrowth granulating well with 
magnesium brown and gold ochre, a more opaque 
paint than the others. 

A squirt of water to wet the surface, a sprinkle of 
salt and granulating fluid and a few tiny streaks of 
Indian ink and the work was put aside to dry. 

Her painting of the North Norfolk marshes, with 
a sky painted through tissue paper, had muslin and 
lace stuck on the sea with gesso. Raw umber cov¬ 
ered mid ground and brown madder and some vi¬ 
olet filled the fore with gold ochre showing up 
sandy areas. Adding colours at random allowed 
natural mixing often with unexpected and inter¬ 
esting results. 

After tea, Celia pulled out the shapes of the ear¬ 
lier birch trees, adding blue-grey shadows to throw 
them into relief, with faint dark blue lines suggest¬ 
ing other trees. A cheap correction fluid pen added 
highlights. 



Her tip - always experiment with papers, tech¬ 
niques and colour mixes. Try Yupo plastic paper 
from the SAA or paint on plywood. Daniel Smith 
sells Watercolour Ground Paint which covers any 
material, allowing you to paint on top or to block 
out the bad bits of a painting. Always leave paint¬ 
ings with textures to dry thoroughly-even 
overnight. 

Her demonstration certainly left members with 
lots of ideas to work from. 

Lyme Regis Art Society meets on alternate Tues¬ 
days in theWoodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm. Our 
next meeting is on February 2nd when Karl Taylor 
will demonstrate "Still Life Painting with Acrylics"

Single-handedly changing the game 

Exceptionally talented one-handed pianist Nicholas McCarthy to open Concerts in the West season 


IN THE entire 130-year history of the Royal 
College of Music (RCM), there has only 
been one single-handed pianist to gradu¬ 
ate. That person is the exceptionally tal¬ 
ented Nicholas McCarthy, whose name 
now resonates throughout the frequently 
haughty world of classical music, as not 
just a one-handed wonder, but a musical 
talent of considerable standing. 

Since his graduation from RCM in 2012, 
Nicholas has wowed audiences around the 
world with his mesmerising performances 
in top class venues ranging from The Royal 
Albert Hall and St Martin-in-the-Fields to 
The Kennedy Centre, Washington DC and 
South Korea. 

So it is with not a little excitement that 
Concerts in the West's founder and direc¬ 
tor, Catherine Hodgson is welcoming 
Nicholas McCarthy to the West Country as 
the opening act for the 2016 Concerts in 
the West season, from February 19-20th 
February. 

"It is incredibly difficult to play the piano 
left handed," explains Catherine Hodgson, 


"Nicholas is an inspiration, because he has 
taken it to a new level. I have immense re¬ 
spect for him not only because of his ded¬ 
ication, but also for his refusal to take the 
easier option of the classical pop star route, 
in order to capitalise on his lack of a right 
hand. His refusal to compromise and his 
determination to realise his ambition has 
paid off and he deserves to be widely 
recognised. 

"To play a 50-minute recital with one arm 
requires tremendous stamina and you have 
to remember that the music he plays is 
written for the left hand alone with nothing 
changed, which shows how good he is." 

Born in Epsom, Surrey in 1989, without 
his right hand, McCarthy only began to play 
the piano at the relatively late age of 14, 
after he was inspired by a friend playing 
Beethoven's Waldstein Sonata. 

He has been feature widely in the media, 
giving live performances on TV and radio 
shows such as BBC Radio 3, BBC Radio 4, 
BBC television, Channel 4 and ITV. 
Nicholas has been the subject of a BBC 


documentary and was featured on Channel 
4. In the summer of 2014 he presented two 
of the world famous BBC Proms on BBC4 
television and the Leeds International Piano 
Competition in 2015. 

He performed with the British Para- 
orchestra at the closing ceremony of the 
2012 Paralympic 
games and has re¬ 
cently been appointed 
ambassador of The 
One Handed Musi¬ 
cians Trust (OHMI). 

In September 2015, 

Nicholas released his 
first album 'Solo', 
which received out¬ 
standing reviews and 
reached a top ten 
chart position.

reflective particles to bounce light around, 
and work especially well in gloomy, north¬ 
facing rooms. 

2. FINISHED YOUR DIY JOBS: It's easy to live 
with unfinished DIY jobs, but once you've 
decided to put your home on the market, 
dodgy DIY is a big no-no. It can put buyers off 
and make them think they'll need to spend 
more time and money finishing the work than 
they necessarily will.

built-in or in the loft or garden, or get the stuff 
out of your home and into a storage unit. 

5. SPACE: Make the most of the space you 
have - put a dining table in the kitchen (as 
long as it isn't a squeeze) to turn it into a 
kitchen-diner, and put the biggest bed you 
can comfortably fit in each bedroom. If you 
have a study or home office and the room 
would be more valuable as a bedroom, swap 
the desk for a bed, at least while you sell. The 
trick is to make your home easy for buyers to 
imagine as their home, and to move on 
emotionally so you can move on physically. 

HOW-TO TIP: Worklights are invaluable when

The all-new Sportage maintains its highly- 
recognisable profile, with a 30 mm longer 
wheelbase (now 2,670 mm), 40 mm greater 
overall vehicle length (to 4,480 mm) and 
longer, more aerodynamic rear spoiler re¬ 
sulting in a more swept-back shape. From 
the highest point of the roof (1,635 mm - 
unchanged over the outgoing model), the 
Sportage's silhouette gently tapers towards 
the rear of the car, while bolder wheel 
arches, sharp features lines, and smooth sur¬ 
facing endow the Sportage with a more dy¬ 
namic look.

Inspired by the 2013 Kia Provo 
concept, slim combination lamps running 
along a horizontal parallel are joined to¬ 
gether by a strip that runs the width of the 
rear, while the turn signals and reversing 
lights are separate, located lower down to 
add more visual weight to the lower half. 
The Kia Sportage GT Line also features dual 
exhaust pipes and metal-effect rear under¬ 
body diffuser for a sportier appearance. 

The attractive new design also makes this 
the most aerodynamic Sportage to date, 
with drag reduced from 0.35 to 0.33 Cd - a 
result of the re-profiled undercover and 
newly-designed bumper. 

The all-new Sportage is available with a 
choice of 16-, 17- or 19-inch aluminum 
alloy wheel designs, while the GT Line 
specification comes with a unique 19-inch 
wheel option as standard.

With just two minutes of the half re¬ 
maining a ball driven at height into 
the area struck Wakely on the side of 
the knee and, following a ten minute 
delay for treatment on the pitch, he 
was unable to continue. 


With no substitute the hosts were 
reduced to ten men for the remainder 
of the match.
